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The T M E A Convention One Of Greatest

The largest Texas Music Educa- 
tion Convention was closed with an 
outstanding performance of the best 
All-State music groups of its long 
history. An audience estimated at 
four thousand plus braved the wind, 
cold and rain to hear the All-State 
Band. Orchestra, and Choir in a 
memorable performance. 

These groups led by three of the 
nation’s outstanding conductors, 
Commander Brendler, Dr. Joseph 
Maddy, and Roger Wagner respond- 
ed to the musical demands made 
of them in a manner that showed 
technical command and fluency. 
Teachers of these students should 
be justly proud of them. 

Probably the outstanding per- 
formance of the evening was Com- 
mander Brendler and the All-State 
Band's reading of Tulsa, composed 
by Don Gillis, a product of the Pub- 
lic Schools of Texas, and who is now 
musical driector of NBC, New York 
City. Commander Brendler’s un- 
derstanding and skillful conducting 
of the selection made it a highlight 
of the program. 

Roger Wagner's reading of Han- 
sen’s Song of Democracy for Choir, 
Orchestra, and Band was an emo- 
tional experience which will be 
treasured throughout a lifetime 
by over twelve hundred teen-age 
youngsters. The climax of this fine 
music brought tears to the eyes of 
many who realized that only in 
America could such a song be writ- 
ten and performed by groups such 
as these. 

Dr. Joseph E. Maddy, dean of 
Public School instrumental music, 
demonstrated how music programs 
foster and encourage freedom of 
thought and international under- 
standing by performing selections 
from Russia, Germany, and the 
United States. It is doubtful that 
this sort of program could be per- 
formed in either Russia or Ger- 
many under similar circumstances. 

Another highlight of the conven- 
tion was the work done in the Ele- 
mentary Division. Mrs. T. J. Lovett 
of Lubbock prepared a program 
which proved to be professional in 
all aspects. Had more teachers of 
the secondary and college levels at- 
tended these meetings they would 
have gained a deeper appreciation 
for the work being done by the ele- 
mentary teachers. Dr. Alice Snider 
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from San Francisco State College 
gave professional direction toward 
a better music education program 
in the lower grades. Dr. Snider 
emphasized the development of the 
creative function of man in the 
areas of all arts as related to ele- 
mentary education. Among the 
programs heard at these sessions 
was one presented by the Crockett 
Elementary Glee Club directed by 
Mrs. Rose Livingston. The enter- 
tainment provided by this group 
would be a credit to many so- 
called professionals. 

Maurice McAdow and the Band- 
masters Band provided a highlight 
for those attending the Band Divi- 
sion meetings. For over four hours 
the bandmasters were on the re- 
ceiving end of the stick. For many 
of the members of this group this 
was their first performance since 
leaving college. Congratulations to 
Mr. Renfroe for initiating this phase 
of the program. 

Mr. Louis Kromminga with the 
Orchestra Division presented an 
outstanding program by the TMEA 
Youth Orchestra. Dr. Don Gillis 
in an inimitable style led the youth 
orchestra through several readings 
of his own compositions. Don 
proved himself as equally fine 
teacher and conductor as composer. 

If you missed observing Roger 
Wagner work the All-State Choir 
you missed one of the highlights of 
this or any other convention. Mr. 
Wagner, a professional in every 
sense of the word, gave these high 
school performers an insight into 
the demands made upon a profes- 
sional singer. Through his dynamic 
leadership, he skillfully led the 
choir through songs which are typi- 
cal of our musical heritage; songs 
that give us a feeling of belonging 
to the past and the present. 

Anothter highlight of the 1958 
Convention was the work done by 
Mr. W. Ed. Hatchett in coordinat- 
ing the various activities—giving 
the convention unity. Another 
highlight—‘‘Visit the Exhibits’’— 
Did you visit the exhibits? If not, 
you missed something of real value. 
Mr. Fielder, manager of exhibits, 
has developed one of the best music 
industry displays in the nation. The 
exhibits displayed the newest and 
best products in an educational 
manner. The public relations es- 
tablished by such exhibits is mu- 


tually beneficial to TMEA and the 
industry. 
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Probably the most outstanding 
highlight of the convention, how- 
ever, was the association of the 
members among themselves, the

In the March issue of the South- 
western Musician there was a state- 
ment that I liked very much. It 
stated, ‘‘Music, of all human en- 
deavors, is the most timeless.”’ 
Perhaps we piano teachers should 
paraphrase this a bit to read: A 
piano piece, if it ever was good, 
is good for all time. Instead of 
abiding my this mottd, most of us, 
or at least some of us at times, feel 
that maybe some of the music writ- 
ten several decades or a century 
ago is too old-fashioned to try to 
teach to our modern pupils, and we 
try to find new material that em- 
bodies the good pedagogical quali- 
ties of the music age were brought 
up on. All too often this way is one 
of frustration. We want our pupils 
to develop a singing tone, flexible 
fingers and supple wrists, and a 
love for meaningful music, but a 
great deal of lately written music 
does nothing but develop a harsh 
tone, stiff fingers and aching 
wrists. We develop percussionists 
instead of pianists. 

I have tried to think of a list of 
somewhat neglected pieces which, 
if taught thoughtfully, might help 
us to develop some of these some- 
what neglected pianistic qualities. 

First, I must remind myself that 
there are pieces by Bach, Handel, 
Mozart, Haydn, and Beethoven in 
all stages of technical achievement, 
from the easiest to the most diffi- 
cult, which we must teach to our 
students if we want them to be- 
come richly endowed musicians. To 
neglect a solid foundation built on 
the study of the works of these men 
is to insure the wreckage of the 
entire pianistic edifice in the fu- 
ture. If the student does not know 
these works he has no basis of com- 
parison upon which to build good 
musical taste, and they also pro- 
vide the only sound basis for a de- 
pendable physical technic. But 
there are other things which he 
needs. One thing which we teach- 
ers must provide him with is an ad- 
ditional fund of tuneful, pleasant, 
delightful, and soundly musical 
pieces to play perhaps especially 
for folks who know what they like 
but who don’t know anything about 
music. 
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Some of these pieces are diffi- 
cult, some are fairly easy, but all 
have the virtue of emphasizing 
singing tone, pearly scales, and sin- 
cere musical expressiveness. I re- 
member the joy I felt when I first 
heard Schumann’s little Vogel als 
Prophet. It takes a poet to play 
it, but that is exactly the point. 
Many of his pieces in the Scenes 
from Childhood exploit the player’s 
sensitivity. So also do Men- 
delssohn’s Songs Without Words. 

What charming pieces did Grieg 
compose! What a gorgeous selec- 
tion is his Norwegian Bridal Pro- 
cession! His easy Nocturne in C 
would help any young person to de- 
velop musical qualities in his play- 
ing. The exquisite little Birdling 
is beyond description. Even the 
Grieg Sonata is not too hard for a 
good high school pupil, and what 
musical dividends any sincere play- 
er must draw from it! And so on: 
his Kobold, Elfin Dance, and many 
others we should use more often. 

Of Debussy there is The Little 
Nigar, the Reverie, the Nocturne 
in D-flat, which are not so typically 
Debussy, but which nevertheless 
are good preparation for the Prel- 
udes and harder pieces. Of Chopin 
we could with profit use more of his 
easier Mazurkas, Preludes, and a 
Nocturne or two which we com- 
pletely overlook. 

Some of the more recent com- 
posers of course are not of the 
klang and bang school. Rachman- 
inoff wrote two books of Preludes 
which are beautiful, as are the 
Etudes Tableaux. His Waltz in A

Major is a quite important work to 
the developing artist, and so is the 


haunting Barcarolle in G minor. 
Josef Hofmann composed a goodly 
number of lovely things, a Nocturne 
worthy of Chopin, a charming little 
gem called Sister’s Dolly, and a sad 
nocturne-like piece called Lone- 
some. 

Anton Rubenstein is sadly over- 
looked. Some of his Barcarolles are 
profitable to play. Paderewski 
played the one in A Minor on his 
recitals, and the one in G Major 
with the scale passages in thirds is 
good. His Valse Caprice is honest 
music, and so is a wonderful Im- 
provisation in F. The Paderewski 
Minuet in the Olden Style is still 
good. So is the Beethoven Minuet 
in G. One time at a visit to a 
friend’s house I played the Beetho- 
ven Minuet and was unexpectedly 
rewarded by having a fine old gen- 
tleman thank me and say that it 
was his favorite piece. 

Some of the Brahms Hungarian 
Dances are not too difficult as solos, 
and how many of us take any ad- 
vantage of them in their original 
duet form? Of the entire set of 
Waltzes we use only the one in A- 
flat, but many of the others are 
lovely and not impossible to play. 
A quite difficult but very rewarding 
number is the Brahms arrangement 
of the Gavotte from Gluck’s opera 
Iphigenie in Aulis. 

Have you taught La Fileuse by 
Raff? It is glowing, melodious 
music, pianistic and charming. 
Everyone should know it. The Waltz 
in E-flat by Arensky is good mate- 
rial, and if you have two good stu- 
dents and two pianos available they

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second, that the American audience 
still appreciates fine music when 
it’s played correctly with good in- 
terpretation; and third, that Com- 
mander Charles Brendler of the 
U. S. Navy Band is truly the fore- 
most band conductor in the world. 
“Tulsa’’ was a fitting climax to a 
well balanced program which in- 
cluded Clifton Williams’ ‘‘Symphon- 
ic Suite’’ (a Texas product). 

The hundreds of directors who 
heard the All-State Reading Band 
were quick to recognize that tie 
Concert and Reading Band were of § 
equal quality and that either band 
could give a splendid concert at 
any given time. Maurice McAdow 
of North Texas State did a magnifi- 
cent job in conducting the reading 
rehearsals. 

In considering the phase of the 
All-State Bands, you must give 
thought to who enjoyed what the 
most. The All-Texas Bandmasters 
Band was a great success, both 
with those who participated in it 
and with those who listened to it. 
This organization surpassed all ex- 
pectations and was a highlight of 
the Convention. 

Bob Renfroe, the Band Chairman, 
is to be congratulated on his fine 
work with all of these organizations, 
with a note of thanks to Carroll 
Colvert who organized the Reading 
Band; Phil Baker, the Concert Band 
organizer; and Jack Manry who or- 
ganized the Bandmasters Band. 

Twenty-eight bands and twenty- 
two choral groups from junior and 
senior high schools’. throughout 
southeast Texas assembled in Con- 
roe on Saturday ,March 1, for the 
thirteenth annual Southeast Texas 
Music Festival. Critics for the 
non-competitive performances were 
Russell L. Wiley of the University 
of Kansas and Harold B. Bachman 
of the University of Florida. 

The festival was kicked off on 
Friday night with a joint concert 
by the High School Band and Cho- | 
rus, Junior High Band and Chorus, | 
and the Elementary Bands and 
Choruses all from Conroe. Ralph 
Rowe, the director of the high 
school band, does a remarkable job 
each year in coordinating this fes- 
tival.

The Vocal Division of TMEA Con- 
vention has just completed a six- 
year period of directional develop- 
ment as manifested in the achieve- 
ments of the All-State Choir of 1958. 

I use the word ‘“‘directional’’ in 
the sense that it applies to the un- 
altered method of membership es- 
tablishment which has brought to- 
gether each year through compet- 
itive audition, a choir which rep- 
resents with equal numbers each 
region of the state and the pro- 
grams of the choral- directors in 
each region. 

Any qualitative or other differ- 
ences which may exist region-wise 
are inherently enfolded in the one 
choir. 

With this facet of its structure 
held fast, the organization’s lead- 
ers have been free to lend all of 
their attention to development 
through better clinicians and bet- 
ter music. This course has brought 
us to a point where the All-State 
Choir, which is a reflection of the 
overall choral program of Texas, 
has ‘‘transported’’ every clinician 
(educator or professional) put be- 
fore it. Consistently it has won 
the expressed admiration of our in- 
strumentalist colleagues, and from 
professional conductor Roger Wag- 
ner to smiling Charles Nelson came 
this post-concert comment, ‘‘Take 
this program anywhere else and 
you can’t find an all-state that can 
do it.’’ 

As to the immediate future, first 
at hand is the realization that the 
TMEA State Board has authorized 
that the All-State Choir for 1959

be fixed at 250 members. On that 
same convention day, the vocal di- 
vision business meeting authorized 
a committee, composed of the vocal 
chairman of each region and the 
state vocal chairman, to study and 
re-evaluate the method of selection 
of choir members. 

As your new vocal chairman, I 
have a keen appreciation of the 
need that this Selection Rules Com- 
mittee will serve. 

Let me invite every director to 
become aware that within the 
framework of this committee each 
has a voice in what should be a 
long-range consideration. Consider 
that 250 will not divide equally for 
16 regions. Consider that the con- 
vention might be back in Dallas in 
1960. I assure you every region 
will be heard relative to the con- 
cern, thought, and initiative of its 
chairman and colleagues, before 
try-out time next fall. 

Finally, please accept my hope 


and my pledge to you that my best 
efforts shall be bent toward a logi- 
cal continuance in the direction we 
have moved under the leadership of 
past vocal chairman, Charles Nel- 
son, and the active help of the 
choral directors of Texas.

Col. George S. Howard, conduc- 
tor of the renowned Air Rorce Band 
of Washington, D. C., will be mak- 
ing his first appearance at the 
Texas Bandmaster’s Association 
clinic. To those who have heard 
the Air Force band know it to 
be one of the world’s finest, and we 
are assured of a masterful handling 
of the clinic band. The band this 
year will be ‘‘All Star’’ in nature, 
composed of sections of the Ran- 
dolph Air Force Band, and _ the 
Lackland Air Force Band of the 
West. Major Samuel Kurtz, a long 
time member of the Texas Band- 
master’s Association, will organize 
the band for demonstration pur- 
poses. 

Paul Yoder served as clinician 
for the T.B.A. in 1948, 1949, and 
1950. He has over 700 -published 
compositions to his credit with 70 
different music publishers. Paul’s 
engaging personality and baton 
techniques assure visitors‘of a treat 
at every session. Mr. Yoder was 
the first honorary life member of 
the Texas Bandmaster’s Associa- 
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tion. 

Manley Whitcomb, this year’s 
marching band clinician, is at pres- 
ent director of the Florida State 
University Band. Prior to his Flor- 
ida assignment, Mr. Whitcomb was 
director of the Ohio State Univer- 
sity Band. His marching techniques 
are considered among the best in 
this country, and his portion of the 
meeting will be of great interest to 
all visitors. 

Don Jacceby, returning for his 
second consecutive ye2r at the con- 
vention needs no introduction to 
Texas Bandmasters. A cornet so- 
loist of the genius class, excellent 
clinician and outstanding director 
together with a genial personality 
marks Mr. Jacoby as one of the 
most popular guests ever presented 
at these clinics. His concert recital 
and brass clinics at last year’s con- 
vention was one of the high spots of 
the conclave. 

Dr. Earle Kent, B. S., M. S., 
Ph. D. in Electrical Engineering, 
heads the research staff of C. G. 
Conn, Ltd., in Elkhart, Indiana. 
Dr. Kent established and managed 
a manufacturing plant for produc- 
ing eciectronic instruments includ- 
ing eleciric organs, precision fre- 
quency measuring apparatus, and 
tuning instruments. He is full-time 
administrator of research, develop- 
ment, design and quality control 
for the corvoration. He holds over 
twenty patents for recording and 
measuring of musical tones. He is 
listed in Who’s Who in Engineering, 
Who’s Who in Music, and American 
Men of Science. 

Mr. J. C. Hall, B.A., M.M., and 
Ph. D., is’ a former Texas Band 
director. He is chief acoustical en- 
gineer of the C. G. Conn, Lt., Com- 
pany, and has served in that ca- 
pacity since 1954.

Another Cradle Song by 
Kjerulf is a piece worthy of the 
composer of the song Last Night the 
Nightingale Woke Me. Of course we 
know the Music Box by Liadow, but 
have you taught it lately? 

Even Lizst has something un- 
hackneyed to offer. The Hungarian 
Rhapsodies numbers three and five 
are not difficult technically, but of- 
fer great opportunities for interpre- 
tation and sensitive playing. Try 
his selections from the suite The 
Christmas Tree. 


CLARINET 


For something more difficult try 
the Schubert-Tausig Marche Mili- 


taire. This is a tremendous concert 
piece, tuneful and effective. I'll 
never forget. hearing Godowsky’s 


recording of this piece on an old 
Brunswick record. No stereo sound 
or hi-fi, but the experience was un- 
forgettable. 

Of course these suggestions just 
barely scratch the surface, but 
maybe they will be enough to cause 
someone to resurrect some things 
which have lain around in the dust 
too long. While you are digging 
come up with some of the little mas- 
terworks by Pierne, Chaminade, 
Paul Wachs, Cyril Scott, and even 
MacDowell and Gottschalk. Keep 
searching; it is certainly rewarding.

Oliver La Farge is president of 
the Association on American Indian 
Affairs, Inc., a Fellow of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, and of the Ameri- 
ccan Anthropological Association. 
He has been director and digger on 
expeditions to the Navaho Country, 
Mexico and Guatemala; served va- 
rious universities and institutions; 
and is at present Research Associ- 
atte of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Museum. He is well-equipped, 
therefore, to tell the interesting 
story of the North American In- 
dians from the time the first white 
landed to the present. He traces 
the spread of the civilizations of 
Mexico and South America north- 
ward, correcting many misconcep- 
tions and reconstructing in great 
detail the life of the Indians in every 
section of North America.
